LONDON (#)—Spurred by de- 
velopments in Finland and Czech- 
oslovakia, Britain, France and the 
Low Countries will open conver- 
sations in Brussels Thursday on 
formation of a “Western Union” 
in Europe. 

Prime Minister Attlee, in a sur- 
prise announcement to the House 
of Commons last night, said the 
discussions will cover all aspects 
of such a union—economic, soc- 
ial, political and defense _prob- 
lems. a 

“There is this dangerous and 
chaotic state of affairs in Eur- 
ope and there is fear in Europe— 
widespread fear—and that is- due 
mainly to a spread of dictator- 
ships being intensified by events 
of the last few days,” the Prime 
Minister declared. 

His announcement, which came 
only a few hours after a foreign 
office spokesman said it would be 
a matter of weeks before any- 
thing concrete would be done to 
implement Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin’s union proposal of 
Jan. 22, apparently reflected a 
new feeling of urgency in Lon- 
don.

All wells and spring water sup- 
plies must be scaled with con- 
crete or other impervious mater- 
ial.so as to-protect against sur- 
face contamination or pollution. 
Any reservoir tank, well or spring 
used for the production or stor- 
age of any, domestic water sup- 
ply shall be properly protected 
and thoroughly cleansed and 
chlorinated when necessary to in- 
sure the purity of the water stor- 
ed thercin upon notice being giv- 
en by the Health Officer or his 
duly authorized representative. 

SECTION 13. Every person 
maintaining _ any toilet -wash 
room, or-bath er shower room for 
the use of employes, patrons, or 
the public shall at all times keep 
the floors, walls, ceilings, lava- 
tory, urinal, and toilet bowl free 
from any accumulation of dirt, 
filth, or corrosion. All lavatories 
shall be supplied with soap and 
individual towels and a recep- 
tacle for their disposal. All such 
toilet rooms shall be provided 
with toilet tissue. 

No industrial, manufacturing, 
commercial building or other es- 
tablished place of business shall 
hereafter be established unless

MOSCOW (4P)—An Ameri- 
can woman working in the U.S. 
Embassy quit ‘her job and 
announced she intends to stay in 
Russia. She is Miss Anabelle 
Bucar, 33, of Chariton, Pa.
